Slayer Says He Was 


to Fury’’ by Alleged 
Tll-Treatment 


KALAMAZOO, Mich., April 12.— 
The Rev. Father Charles Dillon, 56, 


assistant rector of St. Augustine's 
Roman Catholic church, shot and 
killed Rev. Father Henry O'Neill, 
rector of the church, as they sat at 
the dinner table tonight, then calm- 
ly went to the telephone and notl- 
fied the police and coroner. 

Dillon fired four shots, all of 
which took effect. As Father O'Neill 
fell dead, Dillon turned to the Rev. 
Father McCollough, the only witness 
of the tregedy, and handed him a 
phial containing holy oils with the 


request that he administer the 
sacrament of extreme unction 
once, 


According to a statement, the 
assistant rector is said to have teld 
the \police and county officers he 
was “driven to fury” by alleged ill- 
treatment at the hands of the dead 
priest. Rev. Father O'Neill was a 
graduate of Assumption college,

TORONTO, April 12—-Measures 
providing for re-distribution, pro- 
portional representation and the 
single transferable vote, will be put 
through the legislature before dis- 
solution, and a genera! election will 
be held in Ontario in the latter part 
of June, Premier E. C. Drury an- 
nounced in the legislature this af- 
ternoon. The bills were introduced 
hy the premier today and given first 
reading. 

Speaking of the events which oc- 
curred in the legislature yesterday, 
the premier said they came as @ 
great shock to him personally. 

Hon. G. H. Ferguson, Conserva- 
tive leader, expressed surprise that 
important legislation should be in- 
troduced wher the premier had 
practically promised dissolution «t 
once. He, (Mr. Ferguson), had 
given little consideration to re-dis- 
tribution, but he expressed doubt if 
fair and equitable treatment could 
be given in the time at the disposal 
of the committee.

For nearly three hours Thurs- 
day U.F.A. members of the legisla- 
ture fought strenuously in caucus 
ay to what policy should be adopted 
in regard to granting 4 referendum 
on the beer petition from the, Al- 
berta hotelmen, now accepted by 
the house as being in order under 
the direct legislation act. 

The caucus came to naught 60 
far as a definite decision is con- 
cerned although vote after vote 
was taken on various proposals. 
Whether general sentiment on the 
government eide of the house is in 
fuvor of a referendum or not could 
not be determined on this occasion, 
nor more than it could be at a 
previous caucus on the subject. 

One outstanding proposal that ap- 
peared to meet with considerable 
favor was that another non-partizan 
committee of the legivlature should 
be chosen to bring in geome form of 
recommendation as to whether or 
not a referendum on beer should be 
granted, and whether other alterna- 
tive proposals should be incorpor- 
uted in the ballot at the same time. 

On one particular there was a 
great deal of unanimity in the 
U.F.A. caucus and this was that the 
government ought not to be respon- 
sible for the succes or failure of 
the beer petition in the house. 
Farmer members are strongly of 
the opinion that the legislature as 
a whole must decide the issue and 
desire to see the question fought 
out on non-political Mnes when it 
somes up for debate. However the 
matter was turned over to the cabi- 
net ministers and therefore the 
first step in bringing up the ques- 
tion again in the house will prob- 


ably rest with the premier. The | 
cabinet did not propose any con- 
crete plan of action to the caucus 
but it is likely that they will move 
further consideration of the beer 
petitions in Qe house Friday. 

It was @nerally admitted in this 
last caucus that under the direct 
legisiation act the legislature is now | 
bound to grant a referendum on) 
the “temperance act’ of the hotel- 
men's association, but strong pro- 
hibition advocates in the house like

members will do when the matter 
comes to a vote. It is conceded by 
the U.F.A. private members that it 
is needless to caucus further in an 
effort to reach a conclusion on the 
liquor problem and therefore the 
battie will have to be fought openly 
on the floor of the house, whether 
or not another select committee is 
named to draft some form of resolu- 
tion which can be formally debated.

Usually when a vaudeville per- 
former has finished his or her turn 
they “beat it” for the dressing 
Tooms, and get washed up in quick 
order—the object being to get away 
from the theatre at the earliest por- 
sible opportunity.

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A NEW AIR LINE. : 
Philadelphia reports a project to establish a 
rerular airplane service between New York and 
Peking, via Winnipeg and Nome, Alaska. — The 
specifications call for the trip to be made in 65 
hours, with four stops. The scheme sounds vision- 
ary, but it is announced by the assistant chief of 
the U.S. army air service. As the one way ticket 
will cost $1,200, it seems likely that the C.P.R. 
trans-Pacifie liners will be able to continue in 
business for a while, even if the promoters realize 
their largest expectations. 


ANOTHER MANITOBA PRECEDENT. 

The main estimates as finally passed by the 
Manitoba Legislature are $17,000 less than the 
program called for when brought down by the 
Ministers. The Alberta estimates are no more 
sacred than those of the oldest prairie province. 
They, too, can be cut down, where and to what 
extent the Legislature sees fit. And if the Bracken 
(Jovernment could stand the shock of secing itg 
plans over-hauled and modified by the represen- 
tatives of the taxpayers there is no reason why 
the Greenfield Government should hold it a mor- 
tal offence if the members of the local house find 
it necessary or prudent to cut the expenditure to 
the level of the expected income. 


COMPARATIVE COST OF PRODUCTION. 
The Supreme Court of the United States has 
held that a minimum wage law for D. C, 
is unconstitutional. That does not of course mean 
that such a law cannot be constitutional else- 
where. Oonstitutions are man-made, and each 
country is free to develop the kind best suited to 
its needs and the inclinations of its people. The 
decision, is, however, important to Canadians in 
” one respect. If Canadian manufacturers must 
| pay a statutory rate of wages while United States 
, 


manufacturers may hire as cheaply as they can, 
the Canadian manufacturer will be at a disad- 
vantage in competing with his United States 


rival. That disadvantage will not hold in the 


foreign market only. It may enable U.S. manu- 
facturers to undersell the Canadian makers even 
in parts of Canada, and in certain kinds of goods. 


TWO IMPERIAL CONFERENCES. 


‘ 

Two Imperial conferences are to be held in 
London in October. One will deal with finances 
and economic interests; the other with defence 
and other matters of common concern. That tho 
gatherings will be of large importance goes with- 
out saying. If nothing notable is accomplished in 
a positive way, that in itself will be important. 
The world is being re-made, and the Empire must 
’ adapt its machinery and its methods to the 
shanged times and the new situation, if it is to 
) exist and prosper. Sentiment is the great bond 
; which holds these scattered nations in unity; but 
that sentiment will be stronger the more it is 
, reinforced by inter-trade, and it must be mater- 
ialized in some kind of Imperial defence scheme, 
The Dominions need markets for foodstuffs, and 
the Old Lands need markets for manufactured 
goods; there is a ready-made basis for a mutually 
\ advantageous interchange of products. And it is 
nbout time that the Dominions either eeased to 
boast their ‘‘independence’’ of Great Britain or 
began to develop naval units in keeping with their 

pretensions. 


A MARINE ENTANGLEMENT. 


\ Canada, it seems, has started a lively inter- 
change of notes with Washington, with prospects 

‘ that London may be drawn into the controversy. 
Somebody somewhere in eastern Canada bought 

two small boats from the United States shipping 
board. A clause in the agreement of sale says 

the vessels must not be used to violate the laws of 

tbe United States. The Dominion Government 
refuses to allow the ships to be registered in Can- 

‘ ada, on the ground that they are subject to the 
domestic laws of another country. That may be 

\ good reasoning, but to the casual observer it looks 
a bit foggy. If the purchasers are satisfied with 

‘ the restrictions it is not clear why the Govern- 
ment should take exception to it. The Dominion 

y has not in recent years won any kindly feelings 

1 across the line by a neighborly effort to help keep 
Canadians from violating the U.S. law forbidding 
the importation of very highly profitable liquids. 
It will not help to make amends if it is now 
stipulated that any ship brought to Canada from 
the United States must be free of contractual 
undertakings to not engage in the rum-running

THE CLASH OF CLASSES. 

The Mother of Parliaments has been setting a 
bad example to the rest of the family. It began 
the summer sesion on Tuesday by defeating the 
Gov ernment, seemingly for no reason but that the 
majority members were slow in getting on the 
scene and that the Opposition was in an ugly 
mood. The following day Ministers and laborites 
‘mixed it’’ in something between a Hungarian | 
debate and a free-for-all fight, the speaker finally | 
terminating the proceedings by adjourning the 
sitting while the radical songsters chanted the 
‘red flag.’’ From the despatches the reporters 
seem to have covered the outbreak of belligerency 
from all angles, except that they failed to tell us 
what immediately caused it. That perhaps be- 
sause they did not know. The flare-up looks more 
like an explosion of latent class hostility than a 
party disagreement over some particular point of 
publie policy or matter of administration, Tho 
Government is Conservative, though not of tho 
hard-boiled type. The Labor group, being the 
largest to the left of the Speaker, is the official 
Opposition, and in late years the British Labor 
party has been getting redder and redder. The 
extremes are thus arrayed and there is not a large, 
united and well-disciplined Liberal party to act | 
as a buffer between them and to modify the aims 
of both by giving expression to the opinion of the 
great middle classes—who out-number both the 
Laborites and the Tories and pay the taxes which 
koep the Government going. From the circum- 
stances, and the preliminary happenings, the out- 
look for a session of ‘‘tranquility’’ is not at all 
good. 

It is to be suspected that what ails Great 
Britain is what ails a good many other countries. 
There has come to be too much looking to the 
Government to do things, and too little willing- 
ness of the individual to hustle around and do 
them for himself. Thus, the cut-standing demand 
of the official Opposition in the British House of 
Commons seems to be that the Government should 
build houses for whoever wants them, at least for

The movement for semispro baseball in Mamonton and Calgary this 
summer has aparently spent its force. The loud thundering and threats 
of action along this line that filled the air when the baseball season was 
eoveral months away have proved to be only the vaporings of heated 
imaginations. The cloud has passed along without a drop of rain, and 
is now hovering over the neighboring province of Saskatchewan, where 
there may be somo precipitation. ‘There waa nothing but wind in it 
wher {t passed overhead here. The sky in these parts is now clear for 
the amateurs who are ready and eager to translate words into actions. 

The amateur baseball player of Alberta is coming into his own. 
This will be his dig year, This season will mark the spring tide of 
amateur baseball in Edmonton and Alberta. The whole provinoe will be 
organized as never before under the banner of the Alberta Amateur 
Baseball aesociation. Painstaking thoroughness is the motto of the present 
officials of that organization. They are going to hold a meeting Saturday 
in Calgary, and one of the principal items of ther agenda is the division 
of the province into workable geographical districts in é¢ach of which 
an attempt will be made to form a league and a championship deter- 
mined by a certain date, Then will come the numerous play-downs 
for the championship of the province. Calgary and Edmonton will un- 
doubtedly be separate districts. In fact a league of four teams has al- 
ready been organized in Calgary for the coming year

CHAPTER M1. 
EDMONTON SELF-CONTAINED. 


The census of 1921 revealed 2 total population of nearly sixty 
thousand inhabitants in the City of Edmonton, which, apart from being 
the Political Capital of Alberta, with numerous other assets, clevates it 
to the status of beimg the tenth largest city in the Dominion. 

Situated on the banks of the North Saskatchewan River, sevonty-firs 
miles south of the central point of the Province, its location is practicaily 
perfect.both from a strategical point of view, as it is the distributing 
centre for a territory of some two hundred thousand square miles. and 
from a scer'e and climatic viewpoint. 

Standing on the threshold of a territory as large as an Empire, Ed 
monton occupies the position of Sentinel to aur vast Northern Territories, 
through which all the traffic to and from those areas must pass. 

Under these conditions it is not hurd to visualise Edmonton, in the 
near future, as one af the greatest Metropolitan Cities of the West, con- 
trolling both commercial and financial interests of great magnitude. 
Incorporated in 1892, the population has expuaded to its present dimen- 
sions, While the City has now an area of more than twenty-seven 
thousand acres. From its advantageous position Edmonton affords trans- 
portation facilities over three trans-continental railways, besides being 
the terminal for two others. ae ; ; 

As an agricultural and mixed farming district it is unrivalled in 
Western, Canada, and that there are three Packing Plants having a 
present capacity of some thirty-five hundred cattle, a similar number of 
sheep, and over twenty thousand hogs, per week, is a fact which surely 
speaks for itself. The City is also rituated in the eentro of a large Coal 
Field operating some thirty Coal Mines, and with the prospects of shortly 
becoming the distributing centre for the products of the _Tecent Oil 
discoveries, Edmonton is surely one of the most fortunately placed cities 
in the West. . } : 

Of the natable landmarks in the city the High Level Bridge, spanning 
the picturesque North Saskatchewan River, deserves especial mention,

Edmonton owns and operates al! of its own utilities, which consist of a 
Power Plant, Electrio Ligitt and Power Distribution, Street Railway in 
which there are fifty-three miles of tracks, Waterworks, Telephones, 
Markets, Municipal Golf Course and a Swimming Pool, all of which are 
in the hands of the City Commissioners, as well as the Police and Fire 
Departments. In addition there are four first-class Hospitals. The fol- 
lowing statistics may help to give a fairly accurate impression of the very 
favorable Summary of Operations of Public Utilities for 1922.

} The Edmonton Public Library is an invaluable institution which is 
justifiably appreciated by every branch of the community, and an im- 
pos ug edifice is being erected overlooking the River to which the insti- 
tution will shortly be moved. 
_ The Board of Public Welfare is also under the City Authorities, and 
is utilized for relief purposes, and the various religious denominations 
are represented by over one hundred churches. 

Prominent among outstanding events of the City is the Edmonton 
Annual Exhibition, in which the City has invested an outlay of over six 
hundred thousand dollars. This Exhibition is the largest in Western 
Canada, while every year a Spring Show and Bull Sale are also held. The 
Exhibition Ground is the best laid out ground in the Dominion, while 
the Pavilion is claimed to be the largest on the Continent. Including 
some excellent Sports Grounds the City has upwards of eight hundred 
acres in Parks, proving that recreation as well as industry, is encouraged.
